The  ECSU  Honors  Program,  initiated  in  1984,  is  de- 
signed to  challenge  students  with  high  academic  potential 
and  to  provide  them  with  exposure  to  a  wide  variety  of 
in-depth  academic,  social,  and  cultural  experiences.  The 
heart  of  the  Honors  Program  is  the  colloquium  concept 
which  is  designed  to  cultivate  students'  communication 
and  research  skills.  In  addition  to  colloquia,  the  Program 
consists  of  honors  sections  of  general  education  courses 
and  Honors-Option  courses  in  the  major  disciplines.  The 
highlight  of  the  Program  is  the  Honors  Thesis  written  in 
the  senior  year.

ative outlet. 


DIVISION  OF  ART 


The  Department  of  Art  offers  a  Bachelors  of  Art  degree  in 
Art  and  a  minor  in  other  disciplines.  It  also  offers  an  ap- 
proved second  major  option  for  education  majors.  Our 
faculty  is  made  up  of  a  creative,  highly  regarded  group  of  experi- 
enced artist-teachers  of  acknowledged  accomplishments.  They 
give  studio  art  instruction  in  courses  such  as  graphic  design, 
photography,  and  interior  design. 

The  students  and  faculty  of  the  department  strive  to  develop 
individual  artistic  and  academic  growth  to  its  greatest  potential. 
Our  reputation  is  built  upon  the  excellence  of  our  alumni.  We 
strive  for  the  complete  development  of  each  individual.  This  can 
be  indicated  by  the  effort  that  students  and  faculty  put  into  the 
various  types  of  artwork  which  are  created  around  campus. 
Some  types  of  artwork  include  decorating  for  social  functions 
such  as  coronation  and  doing  murals  for  events  such  as  home- 
coming. The  department  also  sponsors  a  club  on  campus  called 
the  Art  Guild,  which  is  not  only  active  on  campus,  but  also 
helps  to  serve  as  a  representative  of  the  E.C.S.U.  Department  of 
Art. 


DEPARTMENT  OF 
BIOLOGY 


The  Department  of  Biology  supplies  its  students  with  indepth 
instructional  experiences  in  cellular,  ecological,  and  organis- 
mal  biology.  The  main  goals  of  the  biology  department  are  to 
prepare  majors  for  entry  into  meaningful  careers  in  biology  and  to 
provide  the  appropriate  skills  for  students  so  they  successfully  seek 
admission  into  graduate  and  health  professional  degree  programs. 
Graduates  who  earn  a  B.S.  degree  in  Biology  can  fully  pursue  mean- 
ingful opportunities  in  research,  teaching,  industrial,  governmental, 
and  professional  careers  in  biology. 
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The  Department  of  Physical  Education  and  Health  offers  a  broad 
curriculum  which  leads  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree.  The  pro- 
gram in  Physical  Education  and  Health  prepares  students  with  a 
dual  endorsement  position  as  teachers  of  physical  education  in 
grades  K.-12.  Graduates  can  obtain  positions  as  teachers  of  physical 
education  and  health,  coaches  of  athletic  teams,  and  directors  of  in- 
terscholastic  athletics. 

The  Department's  primary  mission  in  the  institution's  program 
is  to  prepare  teachers  of  health  and  physical  education  to  communi- 
cate efficiently  (verbally  and  non-verbally),  the  knowledge,  attitudes 
and  skills  about  human  movement,  education  and  services,  which 
are  pertinent  to  the  growth  and  development  of  all  people  who  live 
in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  the  nation. 

The  curriculum  in  the  physical  education  and  health  program  is 
organized  within  three  knowledge  domains.  The  liberal  arts  domain 
provides  the  prospective  teacher  with  a  broad  and  in-depth  intellec- 
tual foundation  that  encourages  life-long  learning.  The  speciality 
domain  (core)  includes  the  study  of  the  arts,  science  of  human 
movement,  and  the  supplementary  knowledge  form  of  physical  ed- 
ucation needed  by  the  teacher  for  perspective  and  flexibility.  The 
courses  in  the  domain  are  content  oriented,  and  each  has  its  own  re- 
search base. 

The  professional  domain  includes  instruction  in  the  humanistic 
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and  behavioral  aspect  of  physical  education,  as  well  as  concurrent 
study  of  teaching  and  learning  theory.  Concurrent  laboratory  and 
field  experiences  are  provided  in  this  domain  to  enable  the  students 
to  apply  theory  and  practice. 

In  addition  to  the  teacher  preparation  program,  the  Department 
of  Physical  Education  and  Health  offers  courses  within  the  General 
Studies  (core)  program  required  for  all  University  students.  A  wide 
variety  of  physical  education  courses  are  available  from  which  stu- 
dents may  select.  All  courses  are  designed  with  the  "holistic"  ap- 
proach to  education  through  physical  education. 


THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL 
SCIENCES 


The  primary  roles  of  the  De- 
partment of  Physical  Sciences  are 
to  provide  balanced  curricula  for 
its  Physics  and  Chemistry  ma- 
jors and  the  necessary  Chemis- 
try, Physics  and  Science  courses 
for  the  majors  in  other  depart- 
ments of  the  University.  The  De- 
partment also  plays  an  important 
role  in  the  total  development  of 
the  academic  and  extra  curricular 
experience  of  the  students.  To 
achieve  this  goal,  tutorial  sessions 
are  offered  to  our  students.  We 
also  encourage  them  to  partici- 
pate in  extracurricular  activities 
through  the  Student  Chapters  of 
the  American  Physical  Society 
and  American  Chemical  Society. 
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THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  GEOSCIENCE 


The  Geology  Program  at  Elizabeth  City  State  Uni- 
versity is  unique  in  the  sense  that  out  of  about  117 
Historically  Black  Colleges  and  Universities  there  are 
only  three  in  U.S.A.  This  is  only  one  in  North  Caro- 
lina with  a  degree  program  in  geology. 

Over  the  last  few  years  we  have  diversified  and  ex- 
panded the  program  considerably.  We  have  joined  the 
UNC-System  wide  geology  field  program  which  pro- 
vides for  our  students  from  eight  other  North  Caro- 
lina University  campuses. 

In  recent  years,  several  grants  and  awards  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation  (NSF)  have  helped  the 
Department  with  new  equipment  in  a  number  of  areas 
and  also  helped  initiate  research  programs. 

The  NSF  funded  joint  programs  which  have  also 
helped  our  students  to  develop  research  skills  which 
lead  them  towards  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees.  Several 
field  trips  are  arranged  every  year  which  are  funded 
through  various  sources.  Visiting  lecturers  from  fed- 
eral agencies  and  seminar  series  further  help  develop 
interaction  between  students  and  prospective  employ- 
ers. 

The  Department  has  a  lot  to  offer  and  we  would 
like  to  see  more  students  take  advantage  of  the  oppor- 
tunities that  are  available  to  them  right  here  at  Eliza- 
beth City  State  University. 


DEPARTMENT  OF 
SOCIAL  SCIENCES 


The  Department  of  Social  Sciences  is  dedi- 
cated to  the  purpose  of  providing  undergradu- 
ate studies  in  History,  Criminal  Justice,  Politi- 
cal Science,  Social  Sciences,  Sociology,  Sociolo- 
gy/Social Work  Curriculum,  and  course  offer- 
ings in  anthropology  and  philosophy. 

There  are  a  number  of  objective  in  the  De- 
partment of  Social  Sciences.  We  provide  stu- 
dents with  experiences  which  will  enable  them 
to  live  intelligently  in  group  life.  We  also  pre- 
pare them  to  interpret  relationships  between 
human  activities  and  the  natural  environment. 
We  enable  students  to  understand  better  their 
own  personalities  and  to  identify  ways  in 
which  social  institutions  can  be  improved 
though  contributions  of  individual  citizens 

The  Department  is  still  striving  to  recruit 
and  maintain  a  faculty  of  100%  terminal  de- 
grees. At  present,  thirteen  of  the  present  full- 
time  faculty  members  in  the  Department  have 
terminal  degrees. 

The  Department  is  a  participant  in  many  ac- 
tivities which  serve  as  enrichment  sources  for 
the  community.  Our  contribution  was  that  of  A 
lecture  series  on  current  events  involving  na- 
tional events  entitled  "Great  Decisions".  One 
of  our  faculty  members,  Attorney  William  D. 
Butts,  Assistant  Professor  of  Criminal  Justice, 
has  recently  participated  in  a  public  affairs  pre- 
sentation. He  served  as  a  panel  member  on 
"Child  Abuse",  which  aired  on  public  T.V.  in 
Virginia  and  North  Carolina  after  the  P.B.S. 
show  "Front  line"  on  the  little  Rascals  case  in 
Edenton,  North  Carolina.

Department  of  Business 
and  Economics 


The  Department  offers  4 
main  programs.  These  pro- 
grams are  (1)  A  Bachelor  of 
Science  Degree  in  Accounting; 
and  the  other  programs  are  as  fol- 
lowing: (2)  A  Bachelor  of  Science 
Degree  in  Business  Administra- 
tion with  concentrations  in  Eco- 
nomics and  Finance,  Manage- 
ment, and  Marketing;  (3)  A  Bach- 
elor of  Science  Degree  in  Basic 
Business  Education  and  in  Com- 
prehensive Business  Education; 
(4)  A  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree 
in  Economics.  Students  are  in- 
volved in  many  aspects  of  depart- 
mental activities.  Students  pro- 
vide input  as  well  as  assistance  in 
running  the  Department  through 
student  organizations,  such  as  the 
National  Association  of  Black

THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHMATICS  AND 
COMPUTER  SCIENCE 


The  Department  of  Mathmatics  and  Computer  Science 
provides  degree  programs  in  mathmatics,  applied  math- 
matics, and  computer  and  information  sciences.  Students 
may  minor  in  secondary  education  or  Airway  Science.  The 
department  also  offers  courses  in  Mathmatics,  Statistics 
and  Computer  science  as  service  courses  for  the  Division 
of  General  Studies  and  other  Departments  of  the  Univer- 
sity. These  programs  prepare  the  students  to  teach  math- 
matics at  middle  or  high  school  level  or  to  work  for  multi- 
national corporations  and  Federal,  State,  and  Local  gov- 
ernments in  entry  level  positions. 

The  Department  of  Mathmatics  and  Computer  Science 
is  very  active  in  providing  latest  research  based'  instruc- 
tion to  its  students.  It  has  been  quite  successful  in  win- 
ning research  grant  money  from  the  Federal'Government.
